The Slaughter of 
Her Soldiea 


Worse Titan First Beported. 


RETIREMENT OF IIHISTRY DEMANDED 


Tlie' Ptople in Italy in Rebellion Against 


the Administration—Eighty 


Thousand Reserves 


Called Out. 


HOME, March 4.—Italy is in a condi- 


tion of great excitement and grief. The 
anger is almost beyond description. 
Kvery dispatch adus to the gravity of 
the disaster to the Italian army in Abys- 
sinia. This morning's dispatches place 
tlifi number of killed in battle and long 
harrassed retreat of fifty miles at five 
thousand. It is believed that not even 
these figures tell the full extent of the 
disaster. 
No mention is made of the 


wounded. There is good reason to be- 
liove those who fell during the retreat 
met a more horrible fate than thoje 
killed outright. Throughout the night 
tbe garrison here was under arms. 
Mounted patrols traverse the principal 
thoroughfares. The streets wore tilled 
with people until daybreak. After early 
morning every public place was crowded 
with excited tueo and women. 


A number of disturbances occurred, 


the people assuming tbe most threaten- 
ing attitude, not only in Borne but 
throughout 
Italy. 
Demonstrations 


against the ministry, even against the 
crown are reported from a number of 
towns in the provinces. In spite of tbe 
fate of the army the authorities are 
straining every nerve to suppress all 
alarming news. It is said the govern- 
ment was aware Tuesday of the full 
extent of the disaster but it was judged 
dangerous to allow the information to 
reach the public suddenly. So tha first 
report of the defeat was permitted to go 
out that it was rumored that rive hun- 
dred soldiers had fallen. After this re 
port that three thousand had fallen. 
It 


is now admitted that five thousand Ital- 
ian troops were slain in addition to tbe 
severe losses among the native troops. 
Under such circumstances, it is not 
astonishing that the wildest rumors are 
in circulation, in same instances placing 
the number killed and wounded as high 
as ten thousand. 


It is said the Italian commander was 


led into a trap by false news of the 
enemy's position.

If there is no hard freeze meanwhile, 


the strawberry season will open in Lon 
iHUtna about March 10. Thenceforth the 
trade will receive strawberries in com- 
mercial quantities steadily until August 
1, when the strawberry belt reaches it* 
northern limit at Wisconsin. Strawber- 
ries are ripening at present in Florida, 
but the quality of the early ripening 
varieties ia not satisfactory, and they are 
seldom ordered for this market.

atate. He went to Texas te look after 
some lands and he says he was much 
pleased with tbat part-of the country. 
He visited at Childress, a small town 
situated in the panhandle of the state 
Mr. Burrows oays that be believes that 
Texas is the finest cattle country in tho 
world. The weather is pleasant and the 
winters 
moderate 
so 
that 
cattle 


can be grazed the year through. Tbe 
plains are covered with mosquit grass 


hich is said to be as nutritiousaa blue 


{rasa. 
School lands can be purchased 


tor 92 per acre, providing the buyer wil 
settle on the land. 
Grazing lands rents 


For 3 or 4 cents per acre, and much ol 
the land ie rented by the big ranch men 
and companies. 


Mr. Burrows was interested in the 


Kaffir corn, whi:h is grown extensively 
in Texas, and he brought back sain 
pies of some of the corn he saw. The 
grama of the corn are in clusters and very 
much resembles the tassels of the Indian 
corn of the district. 
The Kaffir corn 


grown in the arid soil and thrives even 
when the season is very dry. 
It is. fet 


to the horses and cattle and produces 
the same results as the Indian corn. 
II 


yields from 50 to 60 bushels to the acre 
a nd one bushel of the seed will plant 
forty acres. It is the staple product ol 
the farmers and it makes a splendid sub 
atitute for the Indian corn, the latter 
not being suited to the climate.

Burrows will try the experiment o' 
growing the Kaffir corn here.

Illinois 
farmer

duce when droughts

crops. Thebtalks make excellent fodder 
for stock. Mr. Burrows says that no 
one iu Texas seemed to be suffering 
with hard times, and that those who are 
in the cattle business make money, some 
realizing as much as twenty-five per 
cent on the amount of money invested 
He was very much pleased with the part 
of the country that he visited, and he 
thinks Texas ia one of the most promis 
ing states in the country.

Mr. Burrows was at New Orleans daring 
the Uardi Graa and visited other cities 
of the southern states. 


J. W. WALKER, of Walker, was in the

MADUID, March 4.—The government 


has received a number of offers of pe- 
cuniary and other aid in the event of 
a war with the United States growing 
out of the attitude of the latter on the 
Cuban question. The people appear to 
be determined to uphold the govern- 
ment in its intention to keep Cuba a 
Spanish colony no matter at what 
cost. 


The cabinet is gre&tly encouraged 


by the attitude of the continental 
press, 'which, generally speaking, ex- 
presses much sympathy with Spain in 
her determination to resent what is 
termed Yankee aggression. One im- 
portant factor in the support accorded 
the government which is sedulously 
kept in the background, is that 
Cuba 
debentures 
and 
other 
se 


curities depending for their Talus 
upon 
the 
income 
derived 
from 


Cuba are held to a large amount by 
foreign capitalists. With a free Cuba, 
these securities would'be practically 
worthless and this accounts, in a very 
great measure, for the attitude of 
many of the 
foreign newspapers, 


which speak not so much because they 
believe that the United States have any 
ulterior motive in recognizing the Cu- 
banb as belligerents, as because they 
are 
defending 
the 
financial 
in- 


terests 
of 
capitalists 
of 
their 


country. In Spain itself, however, the 
support of the government is due to 
pure patriotism. Among the offers of 
assistance, the government has re- 
ceived one from the Spanish Transat- 
lantic Co., which has offered to place 
its entire fleet of steamships at the 
disposal of the government, making 
no conditions whatever. The offer has 
been accepted, and eight of the steam - 
ers will be armed with, from nine to 
18-centimetre guns. Compressed saw- 
dust will be used as protection for the 
guns. If events eha^l necessitate such 
octioD, th ese vessels' will be used as 
cruisers aud privateers. 


The government 'has ordered that 


large quantities of coal be stored in 
Cuba for the use of the war ships. 


Military-preparations are beinir hast- 


ily but systematically made. Orders 
have been issued for the dispatch to 
Cuba of reinforcements from the Ba- 
learic, Canary and Philippine islands. 


At the meeting of the cabinet, to be 


held to-day, Admiral Beranger, minis- 
ter of marine, will ask for a credit to 
complete the armament of the war 
ships Petaya, Oquendo, Vizcaya and 
Maria Teresa. 


The diplomats here had long inter- 


views yesterday with Senor Elduayen, 
minister of -foreign affairs 


Three hundred student at the uni 


versity attempted yesterday morning 
to make a demonstration. A number 
of ivorkingmen joined them. The 
rector of the university took prompt 
action to restore order, and caused the 
arrest of fifty or more of the most 
demonstrative of the crowd 
They 


were soon liberated upon promising to 
behave themselves. The police ar 
rested two of the wovklngmen. The 
day was Otherwise peaceful. 


Many of the shops of the city on 


which there were American names 
have taken the precaution to hftve 
them effaced, fearing that in the prefe* 
ent unsettled state of public temper 
the names woul'd invite a*ta«k. 


The Catholic party, which was for- 


merly the Carlist party, but is now in- 
dependent, haa adopted a resolution 
protesting against the attitude of the 
United States and offering to support 
the government with men and money.

The report was 


untrue. 


At the stock exchange the decline in 


government securities was continued 
and was more pronounced than on any 
day since the receipt of the news of 
the action taken by the American sen- 
ate. Spanish interior fell 160 centimes, 
exterior 130, and Cuban debentures 
770. Bank of Spain shares show a de- 
cline of 100 centimes. There was some 
recovery in values after the close ol 
the regular market.

;uished guest of the afternoon was Mrs 
Eugenia Bacon, president of the Decatur 
Woman's Club, who delivered a lecture 
on "Heredity and Parental Influence" 
3he quoted Oliver Wendell Holmes as 
saying that the training of a child 
should begin two hundred years before 
lie is born. Ancestors for generations 
back live again in the new born babe 
It is by no means certain that it IB our 
own individual soul that occupies our 
body, but it may be an omnibus. 


Mrs. Bacon said there are seven differ 


ent laws of neredity, direct, reversion^!. 
collateral, co-equal, pro marital, pre 
natal and initial, and the direct, parental 
and initial are the most powerful. By 
direct influence the child tabes the 
looks, nature and disposition of the par 
ents. 
The parental influence is a teiu 


porary, powerful one, exerted on the 
mother.
